ABSTRACT 

This workbook is one of a series designed for adult 
learners of English as a Second Language. The overall aim of this 
volume is that the student who is a landed immigrant in Canada and 
leaves the country for a vacation or family visit will be able to 
rleal successfully with Canadian immigration and customs officials 
upon return to Canada. This includes giving personal info^^mation 
(name, address, status, destination, etc.), stating necessary facts 
about the time spent outside Canada, stating the regulations 
concerning bringing goods purchased abroad into Canada, and 
explaining the reasons for a trip or absence from Canada. Five units 
are included, on these topics: airport check-in; airport immigration; 
airport customs; travel trivia; and crossing the Canada-United States 
border by car. Each unit provides illustrations and exercises for 
vocabulary development and language practice at proficiency levels 1 
and 2. Exercises include flashcard games, dialogues, multiple-choice 
questions, flight schedule reading, listening comprehension 
exercises, crossword puzzles, and a trivia game. Some brief notes to 
the teacher are included. A list of additional resources is appended.

Permanent residents (landed immigrants) are free to leave Canada for 
holidays or family visits and return. This time spent outside the country still counts 
toward the three year residency requirement for citizenship, as long as their 
home is in Canada and they intend to return to Canada after their travels. 

However, landed Immigrants who leave Canada, or stay outside Canada, with 
the Intention of abandoning Canada as their place of residence, will lose 
landed immigrant status. 

Landed immigrants who stay outside Canada more than 183 days in a year 
must convince immigration that they didn't intend to abandon 'Canada. It is also 
sometimes possible for landed immigrants who are out of Canada for fewer 
than 183 days to lose their status, but only if immigration can prove they 
abandoned Canada. 

If landed immigrants fear this problem, they should apply beforehand for 
Returning Resident Permits. These can be issued either inside or outside Canada. 
Landed immigrants who study in another country, or who are transferred abroad 
by a Canadian company usually obtain these permits. The permits are for up to 
1 or 2 years.

Canadian Customs Rules 

If you are out of Canada for more than 24 hours, you can bring home things 
that cost up to $20 without paying duty (tax). You can do this as often as you 
want. You have to declare (tell the customs officer) what you bought. You should 
keep the bills for everything. You can't bring cigarettes or alcohol. 

If you are out of Canada for 48 hours or more, you can bring home things 
that cost up to $100 without paying duty. If you are 16 or older, ifs okay to bring 
cigarettes. If you are 19 or older you can bring back alcohol. You can bring 200 
cigarettes, 1.1 litre of wine or liquor, or 24 cans of beer. You may have to fill in 
a customs declaration form. 

If you are out of Canada for 7 days or more, you can bring back things that 
cost $300. Some of this can be cigarettes or alcohol (the same amounts as 
above). You can only do this once a year. You will have to fill in a customs 
declaration form. 

Ifs okay to bring back more than these limits but you will have to pay the duty.

Ifs a good idea to 
put in a gift card each time. 



Note to the Teacher: Many people prefer to mail gifts from abroad to 
their friends and relatives as these gifts are duty free and are in 
addition to the usual personal exemption. Gifts brought back with you 
must be counted co part of your personal exemption.
